WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Ofllce, 

.March 7 to 13, lOOO. 

No nicclpUatlon luis occurred In llie 
province (luring the whole week; the llrst 
two days wen; a continuance of )ihenomen- 
ally line weatln-r, whirli marked the pre- 
vious week, and the controlling factor of 
n lili-b luid been a high borometer area 
eeni';-l mainly over the Yukon and Ilrillsli 
Columbia, and extending southward to 
New ilexlco. On Friday a low urea ap- 
I.eared on the Oregon coast, and on Satur- 
day this moved Inland to .■Vrlzona and Utah, 
and develoiied Into a dlstnrbnnce of eou- 
slderable force, and this, combined with a 
high pri'ssiiri' In Ihe Northwest provlliccK, 
caused snowfall In the Western aud Norlh- 
wcsicrii slates from Idaho to .Montiimi, mid 
a decided fall In lenipi^ralure between the 
Uocky inoiintalns and the .Mlsslssljipl river, 
On Saturday the prevailing northerly 
winds Increased in force and high gusty 
siiiKills occurred tliroiiglioiit Ihe southern 
pan of llie province, and or the r.djacent 
ivaters of the Straits and Hound; these con- 
tinued on Sunday and the best part of 
.Monday, ncconipanied with a steady de- 
crease In temperature, making the coldest 
period of the prcHiUit winter, and causing, 
It Is feared, considerable ilamagc to fruit 
trees and general veKciiillon. Tln' north- 
erly winds, tbongh inmli decreased In 
force, have continued lo Ou- close of the 
week, ami fair cold weather Is reported 
in all parts of the jirovliiee aud lii the 
northern seclbnis of the Pacllle stiit<'s, a 
moderate (llstiirliance sllll holding lis [losl- 
Hon In Colorado and EInli. 

|n the Yukon, fair and cold weather ha.s 
been welcomed, und In the Atlin dlslrbi 
It has been much wilder, ranging from 8 
below zcrtj -to 32 aVor'e. In tljo Northwest 
provlneoa Iboi'c bits hccu another decided 
cold wave, with teiU'perntures reaching ;!o 
bi luw zero, aud 'only occasional light snow- 
fall.
